The, School Board in making their third annual re- 
port of the schools in Orford school district will say that 
every scholar in the district was provided with suitable 
and efficient instruction in all the branches required to be 
taught in the different schools of the state, under the care 
and discipline of six teachers during the summer term. 
The same may be said of the fall term of schools. During 
the winter term the Board thought best to employ seven 
teachers. The Board feel they were fortunate in securing 
the services of competent, experienced teachers in nearly 
every instance, there being only two teachers employed 
during the year who had never taught before. One teach- 
er was employed in the same school during the school 
year. Another has taught the primary school at Orford 
Street five terms; and another fe held her position six 
consecutive terms in the primary school at Orfordville. 
It is the unanimous opinion of the Superintendents that 
the last named school was the model school of the 
district. 

All the schools may be classed as successful and 
good progress was manifest in each school, and of nearly 
all it may be said the advancement exceeded the expecta- 
tions of the Superintendents. , 

The teacher employed at the commencement of the 
fall term of the grammar school at Orfordville was 
obliged to resign her position at the close of the fourth 
week, and we believe it to be more the fault of the 
patrons of the school than of the teacher herself. With 
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this exception what may be said of one school would be 
but a repetition of the others. We therefore feel it is not 
necessary to make any further remarks in regard to the 
schools. 

The lack of punctuality on the part of many of the 
scholars is a great detriment to our schools. Others fre- 
quently absent themselves for some trivial excuse. They 
‘don’t want to go to school to-day,” and the parents let 
them follow their own inclinations instead of insisting 
that they must attend regularly and punctually. Bya 
few days of absence the scholar gets behind his class, 
loses his interest, gets discouraged, ‘‘hates to go to 
school,” and is finally allowed to go or not as they feel 
inclined. Scholars who form such habits need not aspire 
to any exalted position, for it will be entirely useless. 

Some parents do not seem to care whether their 
children attend school or not, and do not exert them- 
selves to provide suitable clothing and books. Children 
of such parents cannot be expected to have any interest 
for themselves. Others are so against the new school 
system they keep their children at home for no other 
reason. Unless parents, teachers, and scholars co-operate 
our schools will not be as profitable as they might be. 

We would again call your attention to the subject of 
free text books. That it would be very beneficial and 
greatly promote the cause of education we sincerely be- 
lieve, and we hope and trust that in the near future free 
text books will be supplied in all our schools. We would 
recommend that if our next session of legislature fails, 
as did the last one, to pass laws to meet the demand, that 
the town at their next annual meeting take such action 
as will secure free text books in town. 

We invite the careful consideration of every legal 
voter to the financial report of the School Board, where 
can be seen by the figures and proved to every one that 
all the scholars in the district have had the benefit of 
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thirty weeks’ schooling at a saving of $500.00 from what 
it would have cost under the old district system for the 
same number of weeks. That speaks a good word for 
the new school law, and that some have not availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to send their children to school 
thirty weeks instead of twenty weeks as under the old 
system is not the fault of the law or of the School Board, 
who have labored hard to give the new system a fair and 
impartial trial. 

In retiring from the School Board the two senior 
members wish to return their sincere thanks to those who 
have sustained them in their efforts for the three past 
years, and to wish their successors the full support of all 
the patrons of the schools in the ensuing year.
